School Report. 


Eleven schools have been maintained for the year ending 
Feb. 15, 1902, with a session of twenty-two weeks taught in 
each, divided into two terms of eleven weeks, with an addi- 
tional four weeks at No. 1 from the Philbrick Fund. The 
whole number of pupils enrolled does not vary greatly from 
year to year. the past year’s enrollment being 226. Average 
daily attendance of 178 indicates that every day which saw our 
s. hools in session, found forty-eight pupils, for good and sufli- 
cient reason, or the reverse, absent. Judging from this fact, 
there are still those among us who regard the acquisition of an 
education as of very slight importance. 

Your Board have labored for the interests of the commu- 
rity, and endeavored to procure successful teachers. While 
the Board hold themselves responsible to a certain extent for 
the success of our schools, the parents are equaliy responsible. 
Do you, as parents, realize the power and influence you possess 
and should wield in assisting to form the character and useful- 
ness of our schools? ‘That parents will keep everything but 
pleasant words from the School Board until a school is nearly 
done, and to all appearance satisfactory and successful, and 
then find fault, is beyond our power to remedy. 

In conclusion, let us say that the teachers have shown com- 
mendable energy in their work, and as a result of this, they 
have tangible evidence of educational progress.
